WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
asked for changes in the im- 
migration laws to make it 
easier to give haven to refugees | 
“who have fled or in the future 
flee” from Communist tyranny. 

In a 2000-word special mes- | 
sage to Congress, the President 
called also for general revisions 
of the law to allow about 65.- 
000 more immigrants to come 
to this country each year. The 
present annual quota is 154,857 
and is based on the 1920 cen- 
sus. Mr. Eisenhower proposed 
that quotas be based on the 
1950 population census. 

He also called for a redistri- 
bution of the immigration quota 
“in proportion to the actual im- 
migration” from 1924 through 
July 1, 1955 

An effect of this would be to 
increase the number of south- 
ern Europeans and Mediterra- 
nean peoples permitted to emi- 
grate to the United States. 

This is because the number of 
immigrants from that area has 
been greater in recent years 
than in the earlier period on 
which quotas are now based. 

Pooling of Quota Numbers. 

Mr. Eisenhower said, too, that 
Congress should pool the un- 
used quota numbers for Europe, 
Africa, Asia and the Pacific 
area. These would then be avail- 
able on a first-come, first-served 
basis without regard to where a 
person was born. 

This similarly would open the 
way for admittance of addi- 
tional southern Europeans since 
currently the unused quotas 
have been those of northern 
European countries. 


The Presideft’ said ‘mort- 
gages” on quotas should be 
eliminated. These mortgages 


came about from special cases 


where immigrants were per- 
mitted on. the basis of their 
being counted against their 


country’s quotas of future years. 

Further, he said, provisions 
should be made for the annual ' 
admission of orphans since | 
“there are many Americans 


eager to adopt children from, 


abroad.” 
A number of other adminis- 
trative and technical changes | 


were requested. 
Pledge of Future Aid. 
The President's request for 


easing of the way for refugees | 


was tied directly to last fall’s 
revolt in Hungary, but in effect 
it held out an implicit promise 
of haven for any other people 
who may rise up against Red 
rulers. 

Speaking of the Hungarian 
freedom fighters, Mr. Eisen- 
hower told Congress: 

“Their opposition to Commu- 
nist tyranny is evidence of a 
growing resistance throughout | 
the world. Our position of world | 
Jeadership demands that, in 
partnership with the other na- 
tions of the free world, we be in 


a position to grant that asylum.” | 


Specifically, as to refugees, 
he said, Congress should do two 
things: 

1. Authorize the Attornev 
General to parole into the 
United States persons “who 
have fled or in the future flee 
from Communist persecution 
and tyranny.” He said this 
would be a temporary parole 
under conditions prescribed 
by the Attorney General for 
escapees selected by the Sec- 
retary of State. The number 
could not exceed in any one 
year the average number of 
aliens admitted above quotas 
by Congress over the past 
eight years. 

2. Permit the Attorney 
General to let aliens paroled 
into the United -States re- 
main as permanent residents 
if they want to. Congress 
would have a veto on any 


case. 
Effective Solution. 


Mr. Eisenhower said this sec- 
ond request “would effectively | 
solve the problem of the Run- 
garian escapees who have al- 
ready arrived.” 

“Furthermore (it) would pro. 
vide a means for coping with 
the cases-—of certain Korean 
orphans, adopted children and 
other aliens who have been 
granted emergency admission 
to this country and now remain 
nove in an indefnite status,” he 
sai 

“This should be permanent 
fegislation so that administra- 
tive authorities are in a position 
to act promptly and with as- 
surance in facing emergencies 
which may arise in the future.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP) 
,—The resignation of Supreme 
Court Justice Stanley Reed, ef- 
fective Feb. 25, was accepted 
today by President Eisenhower. 

Reed, 72 years old,.is a Dem- 
ocrat. He has serveds on the 


court exactly 19 years today. 

The naming of his successor 
will be Mr. Eisenhower's fourth 
appointee on the Supreme 
Court. The other appointees 
are Chief Justice Earl Warren 
and Associate Justices John 
Marshall Harlan and William 
Joseph Brennan. 

The White House said it had 
nothing to announce at this 
time regarding a successor. 

Reed turned in a letter of 
resignation, dated today, saying 
he wished to retire from active 
service. 

He is taking advantage of a 
provision of law which allows 
him to retire at full pay, $35.,- 
000, and subject to call for oc- 
casional service on the court if 
this is desired.

Circuit Attorney Threat- 
ens Legal Action if 
Sheriff Again Uni- 
laterally Acts to Help 
Save Bond. 


Circuit Attorney Thomas F. 
Eagleton today sharply rebuked 
Sheriff Martin L. Tozer for mak- 
ing a special trip to Texas at 
the request of a bondsman 
friend to obtain the early re- 


lease of a prisoner from a state 


penitentiary. Tozer returned the 
prisoner to St. Louis. 


In a letter to Tozer, Eagleton 


‘coupled the rebuke with a threat 


to take legal action against the 
sheriff if the incident were re- 
peated. 

Tozer told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday he went to Hunts- 
ville, Tex., to get the prisoner 
as a favor to Alvin Crouppen, 
whose son, Irwin, like his father 
a professional bondsman, wanted 
the prisoner in St. Louis. to 
avoid a bond forfeiture. 

Quote from Letter. 

In his letter to Tozer, Eagle- 
ton said: “With regard to your 
policy of assisting bondsmen in 
obtaining the premature release 
of prisoners on whom hold 
orders have been placed, please 
be advised as follows: 

“In order that this office may 
be in a position to evaluate ac- 
curately the trial docket and to 
forecast precisely what cases 
will be tried on a day certain, 
it is absolutely necessary that 
you consult this office in ad- 
vance, before taking any unilat- 
eral action. 

“The administration of crim- 
inal justice is by statute the 
responsibility of the Circuit At- 
torney and not the Sheriff 

“If in the future, you decide 
to persist in such a policy and 
if the policy in any way inter- 
feres with the efficient admin- 
istration of. criminal justice, 
then I shall have no alterna- 
tive but to see to it that the nec- 
essary legal action is taken so 
as to restrict yvour oficial ac- 
tivities to those set forth in 
Chapter 57 of the Missouri Re- 
vised Statutes.” 

Might Seek Writ. 

When Eagleton was asked 
what kind of legal action was 
contemplated, he said it might 
be necessary to ask the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court for a writ 
of prohibition to prevent the 
Sheriff from repeating such a 
trip, or a writ of certiorari to 
hold him accountable for past 
actions. 

The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners ordered both Crouppens 
removed from the list of qual- 
ified bondsmen in all police 
court cases last year after a 
board investigation of dealings 
between precinct officers and 
professional bondsmen. 

The prisoner is Marion Sher- 
wood Elder, whose trial on 
charges of burglary had been 
set for yesterday. However, 
Elder was serving a Sentence in 
Texas for forgery and was not 
due for release until Feb. 5. 

‘Elder had been freed on a 
$2000 bond in 1954 and had 
been convicted in Texas but 
although former Circuit Attor- 
ney Edward L. Dowd learned of 
his imprisonment Oct. 13, 1955, 
no steps were taken to forfeit 
the bond 

When Eagleton was advised 
of the situation by the Post- 
Dispatch, he asked the burglary 
trial be set for yesterday and 
said he would ask for a bond 
forfeiture if Elder failed to ap- 
pear. 

Elder pleaded guilty to the 
burglary charge yesterday and 
was sentenced to two years in 
'the penitentiary by Circuit 
Judge Robert L. Aronson.

Mrs. Bayer told police 
their mentally-ill son, James, 18 
years old, shot them and then 
shot and killed himself. 

Mrs. Bayer; 42, who suffered 
a flesh wound of the hip, told 
police she and her husband 
were asleep in twin beds about 
3.30 a.m., when James crept in- 
to the room and fired two shots 
at his father. The bullets entered

killed him instantly, a physician 
said

PACOIMA, Calif., Jan. 31 
(UP)—An Air Force jet fighter 
and a four-engined DC-7B 
transport on a test run collided 
in flight today and the trans- 
port plunged into a junior high 
school and grade school play- 
ground full of boys. 

Preliminary reports from the 
scene said four children were 
killed and 20 others taken to 
hospitals, some so critically in- 
jured they were not expected 
to live. 

The Air Force reported that 
the bodies of three of the four 
employes of Douglas aircratt 
who were handling the big 
transport on its test run were 
recovered from the wreckage on 
the school grounds 

2 Jump From Trainer. 

Two men parachuted from 
the jet, which first reports said 
was a T-33 trainer. 

The transport was ground in- 
to small chunks by the crash. 

There was no major fire, but 
flames from one of the engines 
flared out over some of the 
children. Bits of smouldering 
jackets and shoes and scorched 
volley balls were littered across 
the playground.

“The scene was terrible.”

School custodian Cline Steich- 
man said the plane “started 
falling rapidly after the jet 
plane apparently § struck its 
wing. 1 was outside and saw 
it. When it started to hit 


things on the edge of the 
school yard it disintegrated 
like buckshot. Parts of the 


motors went in every direction, 
covering the entire playground. 

“Boys fell to the xround as 
though they were struck by ma- 
chine gun bullets.” 

United Press Hollywood cor- 
respondent Vernon Scott, on 
the scene at the school, reported 
“bodies of kids are lying around 
the school yard. They are be- 
ing covered with blankets.” 

“The scene is horrible.” he 
said. “The wreckage is scattered , 
all over the school yard. The 
plane apparently didn’t hit the 
school itself. But debris is scat- 
tered over several acres. Some 
of the heavy pieces are buried 
in the macadam covering of the 
yard.

The aldermen would have the 
power to vote an ordinance 
repealing a rule made by the | 
traffic uirector—but not until 
it had been in effect for a least 
six months. And in case of 
such aldermanic repeal the 
traffic director, after a 90-day 
waiting period, could put the 
same rule back in force ??'n. 

Under the present charter 
the Board of, Aicerimc.a os 
to vote any traffic ordinance 
it chooses, although the meas- 
ure may be contrary to the 
advice and recommendations of 
the traffic commissioner. The 
onty check on the aldermanic 
power to legislate on traffic 
matters is the Mayor's veto, and 
it frequently is overidden by 
the aldermen 

The traffic director, appointed 
by the Mayor, would have to 
be a registered engineer with 
at least five years’ experience 
in traffic engineering and con- 
trol, at least two years of which 
would have had to be “in a re- 
sponsible administrative capaci- 
y.” The new charter would 
not fix the salary range for any 
directors of the various city 
departments. 

; wo Checkpoints. 

The directors sweeping con- 
trol of traffic matters would 
have only two checkpoints in 
edflition to the possibility of 
aldermanic repeal after a six- 
month trial of any of his rules 

The traffic directer would 
submit his plans to a five-man 
traffic commission, an advisory 
body of citizens appointed by 
the Mayor. He also would be 
required to hold public hearings. 

Any rule ordered by the di- 
rector would remain in effect 
until he himself modified or re- 
pealed it, or until the aldermen 
made the rule an ordinance, or 
vetoed the rule after the six- 
month wait. 

Only traffic ordinances pre- 
pared and recommended by the 
director .could be passed by the 
aldermen, except, of corres, for 
repealers after six months’ trial 
of his regulations. 

The traffic director would be 
responsible for the general re- 
search, planning, design and, in 


a broad sense, maintenance of 
thoroughfares, because’ these 
factors affect traffic. He also 


would be responsible for the 
street lighting system and for 
traffic signals 

The traffic director's ap- 
proval would be required fr 
all permits for parking facili- 
ties, taxicab stands and “curb 
cuts” for driveways entering 
public thoroughfares. 

Other traffic factors under 
his control, subject to review 
by the traffic commission, 
would include turning controls, 
parking regulations, one-way 
streets, pavement markings, 
loading zones, transit stops and 
routes, parking meter locations 
and stop signs.

For Blanket Authority. 


In suggesting administrative 
changes, Mr. Eisenhower said 
all too often Congress must pass 
special legislation to admit | 
aliens. He said blanket admin- | 
istrative authority for the At-' 
torney General could do away 
with this procedure. 


He recommended authority 
for the Attorney General to 
permit residence to aliens with 
close relatives in the United 
States, to veterans and to re-| 
ligious leaders. 

In his call for technical | 
changes, he said the require- 
ment for fingerprinting of 
aliens on temporary visits 
should be eliminated. This was 
a renewal of a request he made 
last year, 

The Russians and other Com- 
munist countries have made a 
propaganda hullabaloo abot 
this provision, contending it in- 
sults Europeans who in their 
countries are fingerprinted onl) 
for criminal cases. 

Further, Mr. Eisenhower said 
inspection and examination 
should be waived for aliens 
merely passing: through the 
United States from one foreign 
country to another. 


Other Proposals. 


Other changes recommended 
included 

1. Eliminate inspection of 
aliens arriving from Alaska and 
Hawaii. 

2. Repeal the law's require- 
ment that aliens must specify 
their race and ethnic classifi- 
cation when applying for entry 
permits 

3. Drop “inequitable provi- 
sions’ concerning the status of 
“Asian spouses and of adopted 
and other children.” 

4. Eliminate the _ require- 
ment of proof of admission 
when an alien with three vears’ 
service in the United States 
armed forces applies for perm- 
anent residence. The law for 
such cases should be “complete- 
ly overhauled.” 

5. Limit and carefully de- 
fine the judicial process for 
review and appeal in the cases 
of deportation. Mr. Eisenhower 
said criminals have used pres- 
ent processes to delay expul- 
sion.

Official Will Be Asked 
Why State Is 
Handling 600 Pa- 


tients in St. Louis.

B. E. Ragland, director of the 
state division of mental diseases, 
will be asked to appear before 
a special aldermanic committee 
investigating conditions at the 
city’s hospitals to tell why more 
than 600 mental patients in cil) 
institutions are not being cared 
for by the state 

Liuis Aboussie, Ninth Ward, 
chairman: of the committee, said 
following a committee tour of 
St. Louis Chronic Hospital and 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital that 
the patients are 
state's responsibi should 
be cared for by the state. or the 
city should be paid the cost ol 
their care 

The state now pays the city 
$8 a month for the care of men- 
tal patients. It costs the city 
$120 a month to care for each 
of the 463 mental patients at 
Chronic Hospital and about $570 
a month for each of the 150 at 
Malcolm Bliss and Homer G. 
Phillips, Aboussie pointed out 

Bar on Patients. 

Dr. Joseph Costello Jr.. med- 
fecal director of Chronic Hos- 
pital, 5800 Arsenal street, said 
for the past year he has re- 
fused to adr any mental pa- 
tients who ild be cared for 
by the state. Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker and Mrs. Edward G 
Brungard, director of public 
welfare, have approved this pol- 
icv, he added. 

The hospital was not in- 
tended to be a mental institu- 
tion and does not have facili- 
ties to give psychiatric care, he 
explained. “All we can do for 
these 463 persons is to give 
them custodial care.” he. told 
the committee. 

He said he needs an addi- 
tional 119 employes to give 
proper care to the 1400 patients 
there. The hospital now has 550 
employes. 

Joseph B. Shank, superin- 
tendent of the hospital, told the 
committee Mayor Tucker 
and Mrs. Brungard have always 
c0-operated in trying to answer 
the hospitals needs and have 
generally done so. “We are very 
happy with the situation,” Shank 
said, “and no one here is mad 
at anyone else.” 

He said he would request an 
additional $1,000,000 to operate 
the institution in the next fiscal 
vear. The hospital's current 
appropriation is $1,962,815 

Tbe reason for the additional 
money, Shank explained, is that 
the hospital is being re-organ- 
ie So that it can offer the type 

medical service it should. 

When the program is completed, 
th@re will be fewer patients 
than now but the type of care 
wil} be more expensive since the 
hospital will treat and attempt 
te cure patients rather than 
simply give them nursing care 
until they die, he asserted.

At Homer G. Phillips, Miss 
Juliette Lee, assistant education 
director for the hospital's nurs- 
ing school, told the committee 
the institution has dormitory fa- 
cilities for 150 student nurses 
but classroom space for only 86. 

Miss Lee said the school had 
135 applicants for the present 
academic year but was only able 
to take 32 of them. In addition, 
there is a shortage of instruc- 
tors. 

In response to @ question by 
committee member Raymond 
Leisure, Seventh Ward, Miss Lee 
said she is opposed to elminat- 
ing the $325 tuition fee for the 
three-year training course since 
thé hospital now has more ap- 
plicants than it can take

Burchett died, was of incendiary 
ori‘in. 

The state is seeking to preve 
to the satisiaction of a Jury in 
the court of Circuit Judge Fred 
FE. Mueller that Paglino deliber- 
ately set the fire in an attempt 
to convince his debtors that he, 
himself, perished in the flames. 

Capt. Thomas F. Moran, bomb 
and arson expert of the St. 
Louis police department, testi- 
fying from pictures of the fire 
ruins, expressed the opinion the 
fire had been set and had been 
expedited by some inflammable 
substance in the frame cabin. 

Basis for Conclusions. 

Capt. Moran, over strong de- 
fense objections, said he drew 
his conclusions from the ap- 
p°arance of the charred boards 
of the cabin, which ipdicated, 
he said, the fire had originated 
in a corner of the room at some 
distance from the butane gas 
heater. It is a defense theory 
the fire may have started from 
the heater. 

Moran's testimony, which was 
not before the court at Paglino’s 
earlier trial, was corroborated 
by Lamont H. Heidinger of Ed- 
wardsville, a former Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agent 
and now chief arson investi- 
gator for a group of fire under- 
writers. Heidinger, at a brief 
night session, said that if the 
heater had exploded there 
would have been more damage 
to the walls and ceiling of the 
cabin. . 

Five Witnesses Called. 

Five witnesses were called 
today. to testify they saw Pag- 
lino sign various documents 
which were introduced. This 
will lay the groundwork for 
a handwriting expert to com- 
pare the signature on the motel 
register with the signatures on 
the various documents known 
to have been signed by the de- 
fendant. 

Mrs. Willard Boyd of Spiro, 
Okla., who, with her husband, 
had occupied the second room 
in the two-room cabin the night 
of the fire, testified she was 
awakened shortly before 2 a.m. 
by a noise like that produced 

by someone dropping a _ suit 
case. Thereafter, she heard a 
noise like someone walking and 
in about five minutes was 
aroused by cries of “Fire!” She 
and her husband esccred un- 
harmed. 

Mrs. Seulah Manley of River 
Rouge, Mich., a sister of Bur- 
chett, identified a picture she 
Rad sent to her brother. It 
was found in a wallet picked 
wp in the ruins of the cabin 
diter the fire. She said she 
Wad, last heard from her broth- 
ér in December 1953.

Influence of U.S. Stresszd. 

The British now concede that 
the most important of the many 
factors that influenced the Gov- 
ernment to agree to a cease- 
fire was the attitude of the 
United States. The implication 
of the Washington Administra- 
tion’s statements at that time, 
it was said, was that, unless the 
British ended the fighting, the 
United States would not be will- 
ing to help Britain and western 
Europe with oil supplies or to 
stem the weakening of the 
pound sterling and, conse- 
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quently, Britain's position as in- 
ternational banker. 

Two other factors influenced 
the decision to agree to a 
cease-fire in November. One 
was the protests raised by the 
Commonwealth nations, partic- 
ularly Canada. The second fac- 
tor was what was thought to 
be the state of public opinion in 
Britain. Some believe now that 
the degree of opposition to the 
government was exaggerated by 
politicians. 

Nothing that has happened 
since, either in Washington or 
the Middle East, has shaken the 
view held by qualified officials 
that the West must face a long 
period, perhaps as much as 10 
years of trouble arising from 
Russian penetration of the Mid- 
dle East. 

The, British are pessimistic 
about the establishment of in- 
ternational control of the Suez 
Canal once the waterway is 
cleared. They expect that Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
Egypt and the Soviet Union 
will use the canal very much 
as the Russians did the various 
means of access to Berlin in 
the years when the West was 
seeking to stabilize the situa- 
tion in central Europe. 

A Political Weapon. 

This means, it is said, that 
Egyptian threats to close the 
canal to one nation or to a 
group of nations will be used 
to achieve Egyptian—and So- 
viet—political objectives in the 
area. 

There is already evidence, 
the British reported, that Nas- 
ser consults with the Soviet 
Union before he takes any in- 
ternational action. The influ- 
ence of the Soviet Union in 
Egyptian affairs is growing 
steadily, this evidence shows.

Blair's 
appointments can be as suitable for the tasks 
at hand. And St. Louis will be grateful to the 
Governor if he makes equally fine nominations 
for the city’s important Election Board, still to 
be announced. 

In his budget message to the Legislature, Gov. 
Blair raises expectations for sounder fiscal con- 
trol in the future, but leaves the immediate re- 
sponsibility to the Legislature. 

As the State Reorganization Commission has 
pointed out, Missouri’s executive budget is not 
really a responsible executive budget. It is a 
compilation of departmental requests which 
Governors cannot properly analyze, for lack of 
an adequate budget staff. Gov. Blair has passed 
this budget on to the legislators with a sugges- 
tion that they study it carefully, to see whether 
the requests match the acjual needs. 

But in line with the Little Hoover commis- 
sion’s proposals and his own pledge, the Gov- 
ernor also requests funds for a larger Budget 
Office. And he seeks a limited one-year appro- 
priation, to give him time to prepare an accu- 
rate budget’ for a special session next year. 

This leaves the Legislature faced with a rec- 
ord one-year budget of $496,000,000. That would 
run $69,000,000 more than appropriations for 
the current fiscal year. It would run some 18 
millions more than anticipated revenue. The 
deficit can be paid out of current surplus, but 
such financing will not be possible for long 
without higher taxes. 

Despite the inevitable demand for expanded 
public services, the legislators ought to exert 
every effort to cut back the budget, for two 
reasons. 

One is that a big increase in expenditures, 
mutch less higher taxes, should not be contem- 
plated on the basis of the present irresponsible 
budgeting procedure. The other is that more 
economical budgeting will be difficult if the 
state has already become accustomed to a rec- 
ord high level of spending. Governments do 
not go on financial diets easily. 

The new budget should be the last of its kind 
for Missouri. But until the Governor can pre- 
pare an accurate budget next year, the Legis- 
lature ought to hold the line as far as possible 
on spending this year. Missouri would accept a 
record budget more readily if a reformed 
budget system came first. 
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Thrice Explicit 

President Eisenhower, who is sometimes gen- 
eral to the point of vagueness in his comments 
on current issues, was commendably specific on 
several matters at his Wednesday press con- 
ference. 

What the President said about the reception 
of visiting heads of state in this country was 
particularly praiseworthy. Defending his Ad- 
ministraticn’s policy of inviting such officials as 


King Saud of Saudi Arabia and Tito of Yugo- 


slavia, he said 
world peace. . 

The President soundly made the point that 
an invitation to a head of state did not repre- 
sent an indorsement of the form of government 
and policies within the visitor’s country. Along 
with this, President Eisenhower rightly de- 
plored any discourtesy that may be shown to an 
official visitor. He did not refer to the official 
cold shoulder in New York when King Saud ar- 
rived, but he must have had that in mind. 

On the subject of Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son and the National Guard, the President was 
equally explicit. Characterizing as very unwise 
the Secretary’s dismissal of the Guard as a 
“draft-dodging” outfit, the President said with 
evident feeling that Guard enlistees were not 
slackers when they abide by the law in en- 
listments. 

The President made the case for six months 
of active training in the Guard and in doing 
so said he was not pointing his finger at the 
Guard. While he credited Secretary Wilson 
with good motives, he made it clear that he did 
not support the statement of the Defense chief. 

Again President Eisenhower was explicit on 
the subject of the Twenty-second Amendment 
which bars him from a third term, Here he volun- 
teered the information that even were there no 
bar he would not seek re-election to the White 
House in 1960. This leaves the way clear for 
the President to put his influence and prestige 
behind the proposed constitutional amendment 
to repeal the ban. Undoubtedly Democratic 
Senator Neuberger of Oregon would welcome 
the President's active support for the repeal 
resolution.

Had they been in Jefferson City to hear him, 
many other American mayors would have sym- 
pathized with Mayor Tucker when he said that 
he cannot understand why St. Louis so often 
“must seek a solution for local problems in the 
State Capitol.” Even the nation’s largest city, 
New York, currently is looking -for a way “out 
of the troubles created by inadequate home rule. 

Mayor Tucker recognized that, legally, St. 
Louis is a political subdivision of Missouri, and 
so, dependent on the state for authority. He 
does not want to make the city independent of 
the state. 

Yet it seemed a violation of the rule of rea- 
son, he said, that the Legislature should regu- 
late purely local concerns. The Police Board is 
better able to determine how many policemen 
are needed in the city, and what their salaries 
should be. Local authorities know more about 
the meed and financing of off-street parking fa- 
cilities. They are better informed about the pos- 
sibilities of a pension system for city employes. 

This is an old story. There is a long record 
of time lost, of misunderstandings, of inefficien- 
cy and worse involved in local regulations 
drafted by a distant Legislature which, in the 
nature of things, cannot be as single-mindedly 
interested as are members of the community in- 
volved. And in these days of none too adequate 
municipal revenues, the matter is becoming 
more serious. 

In drafting a new city charter, St. Louis is

doing as much as it can to correct the situation. 
But recent Missouri Supreme Court decisions 
show that part of the work must be.done on 
the state level. So it is to be hoped that eventu- 
ally Mayor Tucker will be able to persuade the 
Legislature to re-examine old statutes, many of 
them no longer possessed of their original 
validity. 
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What the House Vote Means 


The nearly 6-to-1 House vote for the Admin- 
istration’s Middle East resolution should be 
regarded as a show of solidarity, as between the 
House and the President, on the proposition 
that the United States has a stake in the inde- 
pendence and economic health of the Middle 
East. It is by no means a “blank check,” in the 
loose phrase so carelessly used. It does not 
approve in advance everything the Administra- 
tion may choose to do in that area. 

What has the House actually done? First, 
with the Senate still to act, the House has voted 
to authorize the President to help Middle East- 
ern nations develop economic strength, and 
to give them military assistance if they want it; 
and, to this end, it would permit him to use 
$200,000,000 of previously appropriated aid 
funds. Second, it has voted to authorize him 
to use armed force, if requested, to help any 
nation overtly attacked by a Communist- 
dominated power—provided that such military 
action is “consonant” with both the Charter and 
recommendations of the United Nations, which 
plainly covers the General Assembly as well as 
the Security Council. 

Viewed in the light of what the resolutiorf 
actually says, instead of what has been said 
about it, the vote of approval thus really means 
that the House has voted to authorize the Presi- 
dent to conduct an active policy in the area of 
the Middle East. But the authority still must 
be wisely used. The policy still must be trans- 
lated into effective measures of day-to-day 
relationships. 

Congressional failure to adopt the resolution 
would seriously impair the development of 
Middle East policy; and that is why the Senate 
should follow the House example. But adoption 
of the resolution in itself by no means assures 
the success of any Middle Exst policy. All that 
Congress can do is to give President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Dulles a ticket for the bus. They 
still have to get where they are going. And the 
first problem, judging by Richard Dudman's 
reports from the Middle East, is to overcome an 
Arab reaction to the Eisenhower “doctrine” so 
unfavorable that it is described as “ranging 
from lukewarm approval to open, bitter 
hostility.” 
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Two Acres of Arabian Nights 


Frank Lloyd Wright, whose life has not exact- 
ly been distinguished for colorlessness, is get- 
ting at 87 the fulfillment of a boy's wildest 
dream. The noted architect says that when he 
was a youngster his favorite stories were The 
Arabian Nights, Baghdad as a center of them. 
Come March, Mr. Wright is going to Iraq's capi- 
tal, where he will be given two acres in the 
middle of Baghdad to build an opera house for 
the Iraqi Government with a completely free 
hand and without cost limitations. 


It is almost as if one had been commissioned 
to weave a magic carpet, or to blow one of 
those bottles which seem to be the favorite 
housing arrangements for genies. Mr. Wright 
says he “would not give a hoot to build an opera 
house in New York or London, but Baghdad is 
a different story.” We take the liberty of sus- 
pecting he would give a hoot of sorts, though 
perhaps small and doubtless unexotic. 

As Baghdad is Scheherazade’s story, the dif- 
ferent stories of New York and London are O. 
Henry's and Dickens’s—and they are quite 
some stories in their own ways, too.

Learned Hand at 85 


Back in 1926, when the late Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmé@s reached his eighty-fifth birth- 
day, one of his most devoted admirers, Judge 
Learned Hand of the United States Court of Ap- 
peals at New York, wrote an appreciation of the 
venerated jurist. Speaking through the columns 
of the New York World, the younger Judge said: 


Probably Mr. Justice Holmes has never 
been wholly welcome among the company 
of the men of this world. About him has al- 
ways lingered the aura of a universe of 
other discourse than what is soundly cur- 
rent; an unwelcome overtone that things 
which stout men feel to be eternal may 
after all be no better than transient com- 
promises, this day inalterable dogmas, the 
next apparent makeshifis. 

His mind, his nature, his attainments, his 
contribution, have had their fullest recogni- 
tion, and will always have it, among those 
to whom life is complex and universals 
slippery and perilous; to whom truth is a 
dangerous experiment and man a bungling 
investigator. To them he will indeed in his 
field be the premier knight of his time; his 
armor is the lightest, his sword the deftest, 
his attack the most impetuous and the most 
relentless. I 

But these are a fragile folk, who live at 
sufferance, whom the world will never 
adopt, though it can never quite abjure 
them. Had his fame rested alone on them 
he could scarcely be the large figure in his 
world that he is today. He has established 
himself more widely and at the last has 
come into a general recognition which puts 
him among the highest figures of the Amer- 
ican law. 

The capaciousness of his learning, the 
acumen of his.mind, his freedom from 
convention, forbade him to interject the 
judge into heated controversies best set- 
tled by political impacts. To the profession 
he will remain the example of the accom- 
plished judge—sagacity, insight and acute- 
ness; courtesy, dignity and humor; wisdom, 
learning and uprightness. 

His generation has had the penetration to 
recognize what it has received from him be- 
fore it was too late for him to know it. The 
world does not generally deal so generously 
with its benefactors, 


Almost every word that Learned Hard spoke 
about Justice Holmes now applies to the 
rugged New Yorker who himself has just reached 
his eighty-fifth milestone. And Judge Hand 
has won his international reputation as a pre- 
eminent jurist of the English-speaking law with- 
out ever being appointed to the Supreme Court. 
That is all the more a measure of this exemplar 
of the American mind in its rich fullness.

Issue is not as simple as being for or against Reserve Board's

A good many articles written about 
inflation these days fall into a conven- 
tional pattern. They begin by deplor- 
ing inflation ‘on which there is smail 
argument). They go on to praise the 
firmness of the Federal Reserve System 
(which again is a subject upon which 
there is widespread agreement). Finally 
they go on two other assumptions which, 
I think, are at least questionable. 


First, they are inclined to lump any 
dissatisfaction with the current fight 
against inflation by the Federal Re- 
serve System with those who want in- 
flation. It is not as bluntly expressed 
as this, but there is an inevitable ten- 
dency to equate criticism of methods 
with advocacy of the thing itself. 

This is a good deal like saying that 
anyone who felt Senator. McCarthy's 
methods left something to be desired 
favored Communism. 


And there is a second point—near- 
ly always there is an attack on any 
direct federal intervention to control 
certain types of credit expansion, such 
as installment credit, or to intervene 
more actively in other parts of the 
economic spectrum with loans or tax 
concessions or what not. Such activity 
is criticized as federal “interference” 
with free enterprise ‘which, indeed, it 
is). and the thought is presented with 
about -the same abhorrence by the 
writers as inflation itself. 


In short, the thesis presented is, “Let 
the Federal Reserve System wrestle 
with the inflation problem alone—it 
can solve it.” 


Now it is possible that those who 
criticize the present tight money fight 
against inflation as inadequate are 
really just as much opposed to infla- 
tion, or perhaps even a little more so, 
than those who seem to feel they have 
a vested interest in the battle and who 
reject the idea of more active federal 
steps. 

Yet there is an arguable case to te 
made for the broader approach, whether 
it is right or wrong, and it ought to be 
considered. There can be no doubt any 
longer about the gravity of the infla- 
tion threat following the President's 


warning in his State of the Union Mes- 


sage. Nor can it be argued that all is ° 


necessarily right with the present fi- 
nancial structure of the nation when 
Mr. Eisenhower strongly recommends 
the creation of a blue-ribbon commis- 
sion to survey the whole situation. In 
fact it is high time that such an over- 
all survey should be made. 

To fight inflaticn the Reserve Board 
is restricting credit by raising the inter- 
est rate—a valuable brake on a run- 
away boom. But “credit’’ is like a com- 
modity. You can’t run certain plants 
without coal, without steel, or without 
credit. Credit is just as essential as a 
raw product. 


The Reserve Board doesn't wipe out 
credit, it makes it more expensive to 
get: a city that badly needs money to 
build a school can float its bonds (and 
get credit) but it must bay a higher 
and perhaps exorbitant interest rate. 

The giant corporations can get credit 
and are getting credit. Part of their 
interest cost they can write off in tax 
deductions, But the smaller-sized busi- 
nesses, the housing industry (which is 
built on mortgages), and above al] 
towns and communities (some of which 
desperately need new schools or facili- 
ties) find credit beyond their means. 
In effect the present system allocates 
credit—it means some peopie can get 
it and others can’t afford it. 


The question is, should this allocation 
be made on a strictly financial basis, 
or should national interest be involved? 
If there is only so much credit avail- 
able, who gets it—automobile com- 

anies building longer and longer cars 
ooking more and more like juke boxes, 
or communities needing schools? Where 
the supply of a commodity is limited 
somebody or something has to make 
the allocation. Should it be done on 
the basis of pocketbook or of social 
need? 

If the current situation gets any 
harsher, and if tight money gets any 
tighter, this is the kind of thing the 
Government must consider. Some im- 
portant Administration advisers, inci- 
dentally, are already considering it very 
seriously,

OUR REVELS NOW ARE ENDED, by 
Carl Jonas. (Norton, 343 pgs., $3.75.) 


When novels are written about mean- 
ingless, empty people, they are apt to 
be meaningless and empty themselves

most men.

On Nov. 8, I directed that 
extrarrdinary measures be 
taken to expedite the processing 
of 5000 Hungarian visa applica- 
tions under the provisions of 
the Refugee Relief Act. On 
Nov. 19,*the first of this group 
departed from Vienna for the 
United States. By Nov. 29, it 
had become clear that the flight 
of Hungarian men, women and 
children, to gain freedom was 
assuming major proportions. 

On Dec. 1, I directed that 
above and beyond the available 
visas under the Refugee Relief 
Act—approximately 6500 in all 
—emergency admission should 
be granted to 15,000 additional 
Hungarians through the exer- 
cise by the Attorney General

Act: and that when these num- 
bers had been exhausted, the 
situation be re-examined.

On Dec. 12, I requested thre 
Vice President to go to Austria 
so that he might inspect, first 
hand, the tragic situation which 
faced the refugées. I also ap- 
pointed a President's Commit- 
tee for Hungarian Refugee Re- 
lief to assure full co-ordination 
of the work of the voluntary 
agencies with each other and 
with the various . government 
agencies involved.

ter at Camp Kilmer and then 
reported to me his findings and 
recommendations. He reported 
that the people who had fled 
from Hungary were largely 
those who had been tn the fore- 
front of the fight for freedom. 
He concluded that, “The coun- 
tries which accept these refu- 
gees will find that, rather than 
having assumed a liability, they 
have acquired a valuable na- 
tional asset.” 

Most of the refugees who 
have come to the United States 
have been admitted only tem- 
porarily on an emergency basis. 
Some may ultimately decide 
that they should settle abroad. 
But many will wish to remain 
in the United States permanent- 
ly. Their admission to the Unit- 
ed States as parolees, however, 
does not permit permanent resi- 
dence or the acquisition of citi- 
zenship. 1 believe they should 
be given that opportunity under 
a law which deals both with the 
current escapee problem and 
with any other like emergency 
which may hereafter face the 
free world. —

Willie Pep’s Hat 


In the Ring Again. 
ARDLY had .the bad news 
H about Sandy Saddler’s fail- 
ing eyesight and the ne- 
cessity for him to retire as 
featherweight champion of the 
world become known, than 
Willie Pep was out with a de- 
mand that he be considered 
in any competition designed 
to fill Saddler’s place as the 
126-pound titleholder. 

Pep, however, has not been 
given a place in the setup by 
the New York Athletic Com- 
mission, the National Boxing 
Association and the British 
Boxing Board of Control. 

As of now, Saddler’s suc- 
cessor will be chosen from 
among Cherif Hamia, Algeria, 
rated No. 1; Hogan Bassey, 
Nigeria; Miguel Berrios of 
Puerto Rico, and Carmelo 
Costa of Brooklyn. Willie 
doesn't get a look-in. 

The plan is to have Berrios 
and Costa fight, the winner to 
box Bassey, with the victor of 
that match to oppose Hamia 
for the right to be named 
world featherweight champion. 


"That leaves the veteran Pep, 
one of the greatest boxers who 
evér lived, out in the cold. 
And Willie doesn't like that. 

Pep lost the crown, finally 
and definitely, to Saddler by 

tnockout in the ninth round 
x New York, Sept. 26, 1951. 
That was the fourth of their 
meetings, and so many rules 
were broken that Bob Chris- 
tenberry, chairman of the 
New York Commission, who 
was handling his first bout 
in that office, suspended Pep 
form life and Saddler for six 
months. 

. Kighteen months later, Wil- 
lie, duly contrite was rein- 
stated. ~ 
~At 34 years of age, Willie 
has been trying to beat the 
trai] back. In an article in 
the ‘current issue of True 
magazine, he tells of his 
wanderings in the byways of 
boxing these days, fighting 
Yor what, to him, would have 
been peanuts in the olden 
times but doing right well, 
thank you. 

* Willie has won more than 
00 fights of the 210 in 
which he has engaged since 
he turned professional in 
1940 and now reports a win- 
ning streak of 15 bouts. 

Since losing tie title to 
Saddler, Pep has fought 46 
times, winning 43, nine by 
knockouts; dropping one de- 
cision and being stopped twice, 
by Lulu Perez, a lightweight, 
in the second round, and by 
| Tommy Collins, another 
—iligtttweight, in the sixth 
round. 

Cadilli Decision. 

E lost the one decision to 

Gil Cadilli in San Fran- 

cicea on a nationally tele- 
vised show and the verdict 
brought such an uproar from 
around the country, that the 
two were matched in Detroit 
and Willie won going away in 
10 rounds, 

The Perez fight caused a 
bit of commotion, too, for 
Willie was pretty widely ac- 
cused of tossing this one. He 
vehemently denies that ac- 
cusation and points out that 
he went out under the New 
York rule which automatical- 
ly stops a fight after one 
fighter has. been down three 
times in the same round. 
Willie hit the deck three 
times in the second round of 
the fight with Perez and the 
referee, enforcing the rule, 
stopped the fight and award- 
ed Lulu a knockout. Pep 
doesn't complain about it. 

Most of those over whom 
he has been scoring decisions 
in the backwoods are not 
well-known fighters. But he’s 
winning nonetheless. 

And while he'd be no cinch 
to beat any of the four who 
have been chosen for the 
elimination bouts, they'd be 
no cinches to defeat Willie, 
either. | 

Certainly when he was in 
his prime he was one of the 
finest, smoothest operators 
the ring has ever known. 

He fought in St. Louis 
seven times, winning all of 
his matches, two by knock- 
outs, including one over Char- 
ley Riley in the fifth round, 
Jan. 16, 1950, by a kayo in 
defense of the title which 
Pep then possessed. That 
match drew receipts of nearly 
$60,000, which set a record 
for this city until the Joe 
Maxim-Archie Moore bout for 
the light-heavyweight: title in 
1952. Receipts for that bout 
went up to nearly $90,000. 


Ruined Scoring Idea. 
ge EP had a hand in knocking 
Prout the scoring system 
here by which the counts 
of* the officials were an- 
nounced between rounds. He 
was boxing Jimmy McAllister 
and going along nicely, win- 
ning just about every round 
by.6 to 4. 
- The crowd started to chant 
“6-4” in unison before the an- 
mouncer could read off the 
seéres of the officials. 

Later Willie was asked why 
he had not tried harder for 
a knockout. 

“Why should I?” he asked 
in amazement. “I could tell 
by the scores that I was win- 
ning easily and there was no 
réason for me to try for a 
knockout. I knew al! 1 had 
to.do was jab a few times 

with my left hand, then 
¢rdéss a right once in a while 
and I'd win the round.” 

That ended that system of 
scoring. It has cropped up 
again here and there as 
though it were something 
brand new. In some localities 
boxing people profess to like 
it, but if they have the same 
experience as this city, they'll 
prebably drop it, too. 

‘In any event, Pep is reach- 
Ing the end of his rope and 
many of his friends would 
like to see him quit now be- 
fore he gets hurt. However, 
with Saddler out of the way, 
maybe he should have another 
chance.

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Beauty After 40 
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By Leonard Hall 


NE of the things that is most fun about our par- 
QD icivetio in the Great Books group at Ironton Is 
the amount of collateral information we collect in 
the process of reading the current selections. Thus 
last week it was Will 
Shakespeare's 
“Julius Caesar’ — an 
easier one than most 
and not beitg read 
for the first time, by 
any means. Yet much 
of the current his- 
tory of that day had 
escaped us. Who, for 
example, constituted 
the First Triumvirate 
and what was it? 
Just what connection 
did Octavius and An- 
tony have to Caesar; 
where did Cicero fit 
in and Cato and the 
rest? What did the 
bard use as source 
material and did the 
play have special sig- 
nificance in the Eng- 
land of his day? So 
out came old Plutarch and the Columbia Encyclopedia 
and we ended by hardly having time to read the play. 
Meanwhile, however, Roman history had come alive 
again and it was easy to see why this work of Shake- 
speare’s should follow on the heels of St. Thomas 
Aquinas's discussion of politics and the theoretically 
perfect government. All this makes Great Books more 
interesting and helps explain why our own group has 
survived for nine years with most of the founding 
members still on hand. And while I am sure there are 
other groups which maintain a more rigid intellectual 
‘level in their discussions, I am certain there are not 
many who have more enjoyment and all-round stim- 
ulation. 
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AS FOR BOOKS: putting your hand on exactly the 
one you need at Possum Trot is not the easiest task 
in the world. This is hardly ever a matter of the book 
not being here—somewhere. But because so many of 
our books seem to be always in use, we have never 
mastered the technique of keeping them properly in- 
dexed and arranged on the shelves. The writer Hal 
Borland. in his recent book on producing non-fiction, 
says that if one is not familiar with library techniques, 
a catalog system should be invented. But it seems to 
me this would be comparable to the task approached 
by the Swedish botanist, Linnaeus, when he worked 
out his revolutionary method for naming and catalog- 
ing all living things. We would.have to group the 
books by something like Division, Class, Order, Fam- 
ily and Species—and then we couldn't find the book.

ONE DIFFICULTY IS, af course, that we do not 
have a “library.” as such, although I try to keep the 
standard reference works on hand in the room where 
I do my writing. But even here they are apt to pile 
up in great stacks on the tables or the edge of my 
desk or in the middle of the floor. Then, too, they 
have a steady téndency to trickle downstairs; some 
into the living room where I often set up the type- 
writer on cold days, some into the bedroom and some 
into the kitchen. Meal times always seem to be read- 
ing. times at Possum Trot. But when I look at this 
confusion, I am consoled by another writer, E. M. 
Forster, who confesses thet while most of his books 
are in a library, there are always some spilling over 
into other parts of his living quarters.

BOOKS ARE, OF COURSE, part of a writer's tools 
and I have never known anyone who writes who was 
not surrounded by them. In our case, many have to 
do with natural history—and not a few with agricul- 
ture, conservation and the over-all problems of land- 
use. These books range from field guides for identi- 
fication, to text books which can be referred to for 
corroboration of one’s observations, to more general 
books on nature such as those of Muir, Burroughs, 
Peattie and Thoreau. There are also in this group 
many technical works on forestry, economics, world 
food and resource problems and the like; and on wild- 
life and wildlife management and the broader subject 
of ecology. These are not, of coursé, the only books. 
There are others of a more general—or generally cul- 
tural—nature; though not many of these are current. 
Rather, they are books which have stood the test of 
time. Thefe are novels among them and poetry and 
history and drama. And then there is an entirely dif- 
ferent category of books which go back to my long- 
time association with the business of printing and 
bookmaking; so that for many years—in the days be- 
fore | was a farmer and could afford an occasional 
dollar for such follies—I used to brawse the serond- 
hand book shops. There I would often find individual 
volumes of books I was glad to own—but designed 
and set in type and printed and bound by the really 
fine bookmakers of America. Some of them were 
books of considerable value, measured in terms of dol- 
lars, when they came from the presses; though by the 
time f acquired them, they had generally come down 
in the world. Yet they were bought, as Oliver Gold- 
smith chose his wife and she chose her wedding gown, 
for more intrinsic values; good taste and wearing 
quality and the integrity ot their contents. 
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FINE BINDINGS of hand-tooled Morocco do not 
make books, of course, nor hand-made linen paper 
from old ship’s sails. Beautiful designing, type from 
the finest type-cutter, even illustrations by a noted 
artist—none of these, nor all of them together, makes 
a book. As Forster puts it, “the really important thing 
about books is the words in them—words, the wine of 
life.” Words that give wings to man’s ideas and in- 
spirations. Words which express his hopes and his 
faith and his sorrows. Yet when I can find a book 
which combines all these qualities—a “Moby Dick” 
or “Walden” or old Walt Whitman’s “Leaves of Grass” 
which is set in fine type and well-printed and hand- 
somely bound—lI like to own it. Francesco Petrarea, 
whose love lyrics to Laura are a cornerstone of West- 
ern literature, said “Books are friends whose society 
is extremely agreeable to me. Some relate to me the 
events of past ages, while others reveal the secrets of 
nature. Some teach me how to live, and others how 
to die. In return for all their services, they only ask 
me to accommodate them in some corner my hum- 
ble habitation; for these friends are more delighted by 
tranquility, than with the tumults of society.” Thus 
Petrarch in 1350 A.D., a hundred years befofe the 
printing press.

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Cognac Has a Place in Fine Cooking 
Flaming Grapefruit May Be a Step Too Far, but It's Great on Steak

WHILE back the vermouth 

people, smarting, no doubt, 

from the current trend of 
eight to one in martinis, were 
piling our desk high with mail 
telling us about the joys of 
cooking with vermouth. 

Now it’s the cognac people. 
Sometimes we wish the drink- 
ing population would consume 
more of these potables so the 
distillers could relax and the 
hucksters wouldn't be racking 
their fevered little brains try- 
ing to think up more ways to 
get more cognac down the 
throats of more people. 

Eve appeal, they tell us, has 
become as important as taste 
appeal, and there aré few 
things, in their opinion, More 
exciting than a dish which is 
flaming like a three-alarm fire, 

You cam start the day, for 
example, with three-alarm 
grapefruit.

the best climate for coronary patients?” Without ex- 

ception they are interested in the physical climate. Is 
it better to be in a hot climate rather than a cold one’ 
Before answering I make 
it a point to stress the 
importance of considering 
one’s emotional climate, 
too. 

If anyone in your family 
has had a coronary at- 
tack, bear this in mind. 
Before you make your de- 
cision about moving, be as 
certain as you can that the 
emotional climate will be 
oe satisfactory. I often tell 
al ——_ ‘oem «patients to make a “trial 
OR. PETER STEINCROHN change.” Give it a few 
months in the place under consideration before you make 
your final decision. Don't sell your business; don’t sell your 
house; don’t tell your friends that you are leaving them 
permanently—until you are as sure as can.be that you will 
be happy in your new surroundings.

WE DOCTORS MAY NOT AGREE exactly on the best 
place for you to live. Some of us prefer sending patients 
to Florida; others to California or many other states. But 
we do agree on certain necessary factors in the environ- 
ment. For example, do not choose a place too high above 
sea level. I prefer sending patients with coronary disease 
to Florida. Here they will find a mild climate all year 
round. Up north your circulation must withstand sudden 
falls of 30 to 40 degrees. I believe that such daily adjust- 
ments of the circulation to weather ult!mately take their 
toll in the weakend heart. 


We cannot lay down a law for all coronary patients to 
follow. Reaction to climate is most personal. Some patients 
do well in hot (even humid) weather. Others prefer cool 
climates. Some patients are uncomfortable in high altitudes; 
others I have known liked it best when they were a mile 
high and dry. 
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THERE IS MUCH TO BE SAID for living in the 
South in the winter and North in the summer. Coronary 
patients who can afford it have been following the sun for 
years and have, I'm certain, added years to their lives in 
so doing. So, where you go and when you go will really 
depend upon you, the patient. Do not allow anybody (and 
this includes the doctor) to send you away to another 
part of the country if you are sure in your heart that you 
will not be relaxed and happy there. 


Sun and physical ease do not guarantee emotional 
well-being. I have known people who hated the sun as 
others dislike the cold and snow. 


You must choose the place where you will be relaxed 
and contented. Difficult adjustments are as bad for heart 
patients as bad weather. If you prefer living your life near 
your old friends and.in familiar surroundings, then that is 
the wise choice for you. Moving to a warm climate is often 
too great a price for you to pay in loneliness and isolation. 


Nevertheless, let me say that many who should make 
the move do not do so. Simply because they “are afraid.” 
The majority of patients I have sent to the south have told 
me that the mild, pleasant weather has undoubtedly given 
them new life. .

Trailing the Nazi Platinum Smugglers 
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How SIS Agents Helped Curb Illegal Traffic in Colombia of Metal Vital to German War Effort i By William Morris §

HEN the FBI's counter- 
Wespionage organization, 
SIS, was at its peak dur- 
ing World War II, 360 agents 
were assigned in Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America. Nine 
of the 10 republics, all but Ar- 
gentina, had requested that 
agents act as technical advisers 
on police matters and security. 
They made anti-sabtoage sur- 
veys of more than 150 industrial 
plants, utilities and other cen- 
ters regarded as highly impor- 
tant to the Allied war effort. 


They made recommendations 
for tighter security. 


But in all the SIS activity, 
there was none which produced 
more success, perhaps, than the 
battle of wits with the smug- 
glers of platinum, an essential 
in électrical systems and a 
metal far more precious than 
gold in wartime. 


Only five nations in the world 
produce platinum in quantity— 
Colombia, Canada, Russia, the 
United States and the Union 
of South Africa. The German 
war machine needed platinum 
badly, and the Nazis reached 
out to Colombia to get it be- 
cause Colombia was the only 
one of the platinum-producing 
countries not at war with the 
Reich in 1942. 

About 22,850 troy ounces of 
Colombia’s annual platinum pro- 
duction came from the big 
dredges of the Choco Pacifico 
Co. and another 12,150 ounces 
from some 30,000 natives who 
panned it from streams much 
like the Klondike miners panned 
their gold. 


* * * 
HE United States, by agree- 
ment with the Colombian 
Government, was supposed 
to receive all the country’s plat- 
inum whether it came from the 
Choco Pacifico Co. or from the 
natives. 

There was no difficulty about 
the company’s production be- 
cause it automatically went to 
the Government's. collection 
agency, but controlling the na- 
tive production was the key to 
blocking the flow of platinum to 
the Germans. 

And the natives in the back 
country were usually willing to 
sell to the highest bidder. The 
price of platinum jumped to 
$2338.10 a pound in the black 
market in August 1942—almost 
four times the official price. 

The trails in smuggling cases 
reached from the wild green 
jungles of Colombia to a luxuri- 
ous home near the smooth 
greens of California's Monterey 
Peninsula Country Club. 

One day in March, 1943, the 
FBI radio operator in Quito, 
Ecuador, tapped out a long mes-

sage to Washington referring to 
“possible platinum smuggling” 
by a man named Harold Ebury, 
said to be a British citizen, and 
by an Austrian who was not as 
discreet as he thought when he 
began asking about the chances 
of buying blackmarket platinum. 
SIS agents in Quito had learned 
that the Austrian was an asso- 
ciate of Ebury, who had often 
been in Ecuador claiming to be 
dealing in wheat. 

As lead after lead was devel- 
oped, it became clear that 
Ebury, living in California, was 
directing smuggling operations 
in South America. Agents trailed 
one smuggler from Ecuador to 
Argentina by way of Bolivia to

Buenos Aires twice, I'll tell 
you everything. Where do you 
want me to begin?” 

Ebury reckoned that during 
his career he had handled per- 
haps a half-ton of platinum. He 
admitted that when he used the 
word “cloth” in his correspond- 
ence he was referring to plat- 
inum. But he denied that any 
of the metal, to his knowledge, 
was destined for the Axis. 

He admitted in court that he 
had smuggled platinum from 
Ecuador to Argentina, but his 
action involved no crime com- 
mitted in the United States. He 
pleaded guilty, however, to cen- 
sorship violations by the use of 
codes in his letters and was 
sentenced to serve 18 months 
in prison. 

While SIS agents were mark- 
ing the case closed, they were 
opening 19 new smuggling cases 
as a result of leads turned up 
in that one investigation.

NEW YORK. 

HAD AN opportunky at 

muneh Tuesday at the home 

of my cousin, Mrs, Kermit 

Roosevelt, to meet Joseph Koe- 

vago, who was mayor of Buda- 

pest at the time of the Hun- 
garian revolution. 

He and Miss Anna Kethley, 
who was a member of the coali- 
tion government of Hungarian 
Premier Imre Nagy, testified 
before the five-nation General 
Assembly committee of the 
United Nations looking into 
the Hungarian situation. Miss 
Kethly made a plea for a num- 
ber of things to be done by the 
U.N. Whether they can be done, 
we will have to wait and see. 

I was sad to hear from Mr. 
Koevago that if the U.N.—or 
perhaps it would be honest to 
say the U.N. member nations— 
had only acted quickly in the 
first days of the revolution, the 


whole situation in Hungary 
perhaps could have been 
changed. 

Mr. Koevago said one sig- 


nificant thing: That there was 
a period of about 10 days dur- 
ing the revolution when the 
Russians waited to see what the 
West would do, and when the 
West did not act, then the So- 
viets’ attitude changed and de- 
veloped into what we are now 
so familiar with. 
* *« * 

HE SAID that some of the 
soldiers coming into Budapest 
from the Soviet Union asked 
where the Suez Canal was, evi- 
dently thinking they were be- 
ing sent there. Others asked if 
they were to drive the Nazis 
out of Berlin. So it is quite 
evident that not much infor- 
mation was given the Russian 
soldiers as to where they were 
going to fight. 

I asked him if it were true 
that boys, 12 and 13 years old, 
who belonged to the Soviet-type 
Boy Scout troops were the ones 
who fought the tanks with Molo- 
tov cocktails.

Fix It Yourself :

Starch Coating to Keep Paint 
Fresh. 


AINT is cheap but it’s not as 
Prneap as laundry starch and 

water. One of the best ways 
to keep a freshly painted wall 
or ceiling looking clean and new 
is to give it a coat of starch 
as soon as the paint is dry. 

When the starch coating be- 
comes soiled, you simply wipe it 
off and apply a fresh coat. The 
paint under the starch remains 
fresh and unsoiled. 


This is a very good treatment 
for the walls in the youngsters 
rooms for children can really 
mess up a painted wall in a 
hurry. 

What you use for the starch 
coating is a cup of laundry 
starch mixed into a cup of cold 
water. This mixture is then 
poured into two quarts of boil- 
ing water. Stir the mixture up 
good and then apply it to the 
wall either with a brush or 
paint roller. If you find that 
the coating shows brush marks, 
go over it with a fresh clean 
brush to produce a stippled ef- 
fect. This will hide the brush 
marks. 


When the starch coating fi- 
nally becomes soiled, you can 
remove it by washing it off 
with a sponge and warm soapy 
water. After this, rinse with a 
clean cloth and fresh water, 
then apply a new coating. 

A starch coating will work in 
just about every room in the 
house but don’t use it in the 
bathroom because the coating 
will be removed by water 
splashing on it. Don’t use the

Two years % 
later, Howard County tried to make Howard College the state ee 
university, Although money was scarce at the time, subscriptions igs 
were solicited in house-to-house canvasses, torchlight parades and i 
mass meetings. In June, 1839, it was decided that Boone County 
had won over four others, and the cornerstone of the first univer- 
sity west of the Mississippi was laid in July, 1840.
